EIGHT OF THE ENTRANTS DECLINE 
HIS COMPANY AT OAKLAWN. 

Fandango Wins the Race for Youngsters — 
Skyward Purse Is Protested — Salvisa 
Is Destroyed. 



Hot Springs. .\rk., February 7. — Tlic weather xvas 
fine to<lay and as a consequence the attendance at 
Oaklawn was the largest of the week. 3’lie quieting 
of tlie political disturbances also had iiuicli to do 
with swelling the crowd. The news from Little 
Risk this afternoon and this evening lias en< <mraged 
turfmen to the belief that the Amis bill will lie de- 
feated when it comes up In the lower hmise of the 
legislature tomorrow and that the meeting will go ou 
here for the full sixty days. 

The horses racing toilay were a me«li<K*re lot, but 
seme of the contests were exciting. The most Inter- 
esting race from a horseman’s point of view was the 
o|>ening dash in which fifteen youngsters started. 
There were nian.v in tlie field that went to the post 
for the first time and their performances were eager- 
ly watched. There was nothing sensational to the 
nmning. Fandango was away running and showed 
her heels for the entire trip to the others, winning in 
hollow fashion by live lengths from Dandy Dancer. 
Rustle probably ran the best race of the lot as she 
was away in an outer position, liad to lose much 
ground by going wide and finished with a great burst 
of si»eed. 

Jake Sanders was dropped Into a soft spot, scared 
out eight of the entrants and beat the other seven. 
He made good with little trouble. The longest 
priced winner of the afternoon came in the last 
race when Sk.vward, at 20 to 1, led all the way 
and won cantering from Cadillac. C. D. Stevens, 
owner of Cadillac, objected to the payment of the 
purse to J. J. Flannigan on the grounds that Sky- 
ward had carried five pounds less than the condi- 
tions called for, although he had up the carded 
weight. I’lie judges have taken the protest under 
advisement. 

Joikey D. Riley is the latest rider to join the

PICTURE OF REEL MOST VALUABLE. 

Description of Major B. G. Thomas’ Famous 
Collection of Horse Paintings. 

Ten of tlie thirteen paintings of famous tliorough- 
breil horses embracing the collection of the late 
.Major B. G. Thomas, and now on exhibition in the 
rooms of the Jwkey Club in New' Y'ork, are by 
Troye. I’erhaps the most valuable painting of the 
entire collection Is that of the famous mare Reel, 
founder of a moilel family of horses. It is said 
to be the only picture in existence of this famous 
mare. Because of tliis and for excellence of the 
work it is extremely valuable. The painting passed 
through the hands of two or three famous turfman 
of the old school liefore heconiing the property of 
Major Thomas. It is claimed that it was buried 
during war times to make snre of Its preservation 
from the raiding soldiers of both armies. 

The picture of I^exington, by Troye, size 25x30 
inches, painted in the spring of 1870 when the sou 
of Boston and Alice Carneal was twenty years old, 
is unquestionably one of the best pieces of work 
by the famous artist and persons who remember 
Lexington have said it is a magnificent likeness of 
the great horse. The picture of Lightning, by 
3'roye, painted in May, 186J>, is likewise fine. It 
is of similar size to the I./exlngton. 

3'here is also a niagnifi<*ent picture of Glencoe, 
.34x42 inches, painted by 3’roye in 18.52 when the 
horse was quite old. 'Fhe other Troyes are Dixie. 
paiiitiMl ill 1871, size 17x22 inches; a head of Mary 
Hadley, painted in 187*2, size 28x32 inches; Roxane 
and foal, by Rliynoilyne, painted in 1866, size 
.‘iOx.'tS inches, and small pictures of Boston and 
liexington, both 16x12, painted resi>ectivcly in 1856 
ami 1867. 

The other three pictures are tine likenesses of 
Vandal, size 25x.*>8 ini-hes; Ia‘<‘oinpte, size 20x25 
inches, and IMcayum*, size 29x36 inches. The picture 
of Roxane and foal w’as one of Majw Thomas* 
favorites. The foal api>ears to be all out of pro- 
portion to the dam in size, and this fact was freely 
commented upon by visitors to tlie lionie of Major 
Thomas. He would chuckle in a knowing way and 
ask his visitor to lie seated until he explaine<I. 
“In tliose days,” the Major would say, “foals were 
allowed to run with their dams until weaned by 
the mares themselves. As this was rarely done 
until close to foaling time again, the youngsters 
were virtually yearlings before being taken away 
from the mare. This accounts for the apparent: 
mistake in the painting as to the size of Roxaue 
aud her foal.” 

SALEM TOWN WANTS IT’S $300. 

Exeter, N. H., February 7. — A petition of Insol- 
vency against the New England Breeders’ Club, 
which last year built the large and expensive racing 
plant known as Rockingham Park at Salem, has 
iK'en filed in court here by the W'ater com miss loners 
of the town of Salem, who declare that the cluti 
owes the town $300 for water service. The new 
track was abandoned after one meeting because the 
state authorities would not permit poolselling, aud 
the property is aow being dismantleiL

PICTURE OF REEL MOST VALUABLE. 

Description of Major B, G. Thomas’ Famous 
Collection of Horse Paintings. 

Ten 4>f the thirteen paintings of famous tliorongh- 
lm‘il horses embracing tlie collection of the late 
.Major P.. (i. Thomas, and now on exhiliition in the 
rfKrtiis of the .lo4*key Club in New Y’ork, are h.v 
Troye. Peiiiaps the nuist valuable paint lug of the 
entire collection is tliat of the famous mare Reel, 
founder of a imwlel family of horses. It is said 
to 1 h* the only picture in existence of this fanmns 
marc. Bei-aiise of this ami for excellence of the 
work it is extnnnely valuable. The painting pa.ssed 
thmngb the hands of two or three famous turfman 
«if the ohl si'hiKil lM*fore liecoiniiig the property of 
Major Tlniiiias. It is claimed that it was buried 
ilnring war times to make sure of its preservation 
from the rai<ling .sohliers of laith armies. 

The pictnn* of la'xington, Troye, size 25x.30 
inches, painted in the spring of 1870 when the S4>n 
of Boston ami Alice Carneal was twenty years old, 
is unqnestionalily one of the lH*st pieces of work 
by the faimms artist and persons who remember 
Lexington have said it is a magnificent likeness of 
the great horse. The picture of Lightning, by 
Troye, painted in May, I860, is likewise fine. It 
is of similar size to the T^exington. 

Tliere is also a magnifiivnt picture of Glencoe, 
.34x42 inches, painted by Tro.ve in 18.52 -when the 
lior.se was quite ohl. The other Troyes are Dixie, 
painted iu 1871, size 17x22 inches; a head of Mar.v 
Ilailley, painted in 1872, size 28x.'i2 inches; Roxane 
and foal, by Rliynodyne, painted in 1866, size 
;>Ox.38 inches, and small pictures of Boston and 
I>exiugtun, both 10x12, painted respectively In 1856 
and 1807. 

The other three pictures are fine likenesses of 
Vandal, size 25x38 inches; I>ei“ompte, size 20x‘25 
inches, and Picayune, size 29x36 inches. The picture 
of Roxane and foul was one of Major Thomas* 
favorites. The foal appears to be all out of pro- 
portion to the dam in size, and this fact -was freely 
commented upon by visitors to the home of Maj4>r 
Thomas. He would chuckle In a knowing way and 
ask his visitor to be seated until be explained. 
“In tliose days,” the Major would say, ‘‘foals were 
allowed to run with their dams until weaned by 
the mares themselves. As this was rarely done 
until close to foaling time again, the youngsters 
were virtually jearlings before being taken away 
from the mare. This accounts for the apparent 
mistake in the painting as to the size of Roxane 
and her foal,^^[ 

SALEM TOWN WANTS IT’S $300. 



Exeter, N. H., February 7. — A petition of insol- 
vency against the New England Breeders’ Club, 
which last year built the large and expensive racing 
plant known as Rockingham Park at Salem, has 
been filed in court here by the water commissioners 
of the town of Salem, who declare that the club 
owes the town $300 for water service.
